M. D, 
Dear Dr. Thostcson: 'I liceume aware oi a 
swelling In the vaginal area almut the size ol a 
walnut but when I sow the doctor, within four 
days, the lump had gone down. 

He called it a Bartholin cyst. He said such' 
cysts come and go and it should l>e removed if II 
Iwcamc infected. 

Now, a month later. Ihc cyst is back in the 
same location and again scoms tied in with my 
menstrual period. I don't like to imltier my 
' family doctor, hut I find this worris<nne and a 
discomfort although not painful. 

Should I sec a gynecologist, or go back lo my 
G.P.. or forget it lor try toi? 

Could this cyst )>c caused liy a persislcnl it- 
ching which I have hesitated lo get mL-dlcalion 
, for? — M. B., 

There Is a' Bartholin gland on each side of Iho 
vaginal opening. Like any gland, if the duct 
becomes ol»tnictcd, it liecomcs a cyst. In vmir 
cose the duct evidently dcaiud itself so the [irst 
siA-cllIns went down. Then it clogged up again. In 
all likelihood it will continue Ihispatleni Iwcause 



that's the way cystsoftenliehavc. 

If the cyst lieconies infected an alwess forms 
and can Ix: painful so you've lieen fortunate. 
When such a cjst — which Is not iiticonimon — 
continues to cause Irouiile. or if it liccoiiies In- 
fected, the whole gland is removed. Otherwise 
swelling will keep recurring, 

I u>ould suggest seeing a fu-nccologlsl con- 
cerning it. There arc various 'causes of troulilc 
with a Bartholin gland, 

Some vaginal infection is .a likely cause, 
however. Or sensitivity to -feminine h.vgieiie" 
products. Or to dyes in clothing or some such 
factor. Snugly- fitting panty hose. I)luc Jeans, 
slacks or pajamas con lie a factor. And 
somelimcs you can't put your finger on the cause 
of that or any other gland t>ccomiiig encysted.
